My 
Jirst Impulse wns to jump to my feet 
aqd sell my life as clearly as I coula, 
but on second thought I decided to 
loot before I leapt. Peeping through 
tlie underbrush I could,jnst discern two 
men calmly chopping down a tree, and 
conversing ns they worked. I thanked 
rcy lucky stars that I had not jumped 
up on ray first Impulse, for I was ap- 
parently quite safe as long as I lay 
where I was.
